Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 1-3, 6, 12, 18-20, 24-27, 58-61, 69-84, 91 and 92 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 3, 6, 12, 18, 20, 27, 58, 69-72, 76, 77, 83, 84 and 91, in 

combination with other limitations of the claims, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
specifically suggested a voice processing circuitry for automatically interacting with the 
call to direct the call to a voice mailbox if a user of the telecommunications device does 
not answer the call, wherein the switching circuitry and the voice processing circuitry are 
controlled by not more than one microprocessor.
